Where  Students  were  from  other  states  than  Pennsylvania,  the  proper  abbrevia-  jj 
tion  is  placed  after  the  name. 

The  degree  of  A.  M.  has  been  so  generally  conferred,  in  course,  on  the  regular 
graduates,  up  to  the  year  1850,  that  it  has  been  deemed  unnecessary  to  append  these 
letters  to  the  names.  Since  that  time,  this  degree  is  conferred  only  on  conditions , 
which  may  be  found  among  the  notices  near  the  end  of  this  catalogue.

§rhf  Historical  Notice.

The  early  settlers  of  Western  Pennsylvania,  like  those  of  New  England,  were 
distingaished  for  their  love  ot  religion  and  of  learning  They  planted  the  church 
and  the  school  house  side  by  side.  The  first  ministers  who  were  settled  in  this  region, 
early  directed  their  attention  to  the  raising  up  of  a ministry  at  home,  for  the  supply 
of 'the  wants  of  the  growing  population.  For  this  purpose,  mainly,  several  of  them 
opened  classical  schools,  in  Log-Cabins  near  their  own  dwellings.  The  Rev.  Messrs- 
JohnM’Millan,  Joseph  Smith  and  Thabdeus  Dgd, Pastors  of  the  congregations 
ofChartiers,  Buffalo,  and  Ten  Mile,  had  such  schools  in  opei-ation,  between  the  years 
1780  and  1790.  The  first  of  these  men,  if  not  the  earliest,  as  is  commonly  believed, 
was  the  most  efficient  in  this  good  work ; and  his  ‘ Latin  School'’  has  gained  the  most 
celebrity,  from  its  intimate  connection  with  the  origin  of  Jefferson  College.  The 
Canonsburg  Academy  was  commenced  in  1791.  under  the  patronage  of  Col.  Canon, 
and  Judges  Allison,  M’Dowell,  and  others.  To  this  the  pupils  under  the  care  of 
Dr.  M’Millan  were  soon  afterwards  transferred. 

The  first  Principal  of  the  Academy  was  Mr.  David  Johnston,  a graduate  of  the 
University  of  Pennsylvania.  He  was  assisted  by  Mr.  (afterwards  Prof.)  Samuel 
Miller,  as  Teacher  of  Mathematics.  During  the  ensuing  eleven  years,  the  Academy 
continued  to  prosper,  under  various  competent  instructors  ; among  whom  were 
Messrs.  James  Carnahan,  afterwards  President  of  Princeton  College,  and  John 
Watson,  afterwards  first  President  of  Jefferson  College.  In  1802  it  was  regularly 
chartered  aud  organized  as  a College,  being  the  first  west  of  the  mountains. 

During  its  existence  as  an  Academy,  the  course  of  instruction  which  it  afforded, 
was  but  little  1-ess  extensive  than  that  of  the  colleges  of  that  day  in  the  East.  Here  j 
many  of  the  most  distinguished  men  in  the  Western  country  received  their  educa- 
tion, and  may  be  ranked  among  the  honored  Alumni  of  the  Institution,  although 
their  names  -do  not  appear  as  graduates  under  the  college  charter.  Among  them  we 
find  the  well  known  names  of  Cephas  Dod,  Elisha  M’Curdy,  Thos.  E.  Hughes, 
Thomas  Marquis,  Rob’t.  Johnson,  Joseph  Stockton,  Sam’l.  Tait,  James  Satterfield, 
Obadiah  Jennings,  D.  D.  William  Neill,  D.  D.  James  .Ramsey,  D.  D.  James 
Hoge,  D.  D.  Thomas  M’Giffin,  Esq.  Joseph  Patterson,  Esq.  Hon.  George  Torrence, 
Gilbert  M’Master,  D.  D.  James  Power,  M.  D.  and  many  others.*

All  the  classes  are  required,  on  the  Sabbath,  to  attend  recitations  on  the  Scriptures, 
and  to  recite  every  Monday  in  the  Greek  Testament. 

Lectures  are  delivered  in  the  various  departments,  in  addition  to  the  ordinary 
recitations  from  text  books. 
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SPECIAL  STUDIES. 

The  Professors  Extraordinary  give  instruction,  at  the  expense  of  the 
student,  in  the  Hebrew,  French,  and  German  languages,  and  in  Civil 
Engineering,  with  exercises  in  Practical  Surveying. 

By  special  permission  of  the  Faculty,  students  may  be  allowed  to 
substitute  for  the  Languages  and  Mathematics  of  the  Senior  year,  such 
extra  studies  as  may  be  deemed  a proper  equivalent. 

QUALIFICATIONS  FOR  ADMISSION. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  the  Freshman  Class  are  examined  in  all 
the  studies  pursued  in  the  Preparatory  Department  of  this  College; 
and  are  required  to  have  read  the  same  authors,  or  an  eqrtivalent 
amount  in  others. 

Candidates  for  admission  to  advanced  classes,  whether  from  other 
Colleges  or  not,  are  examined  in  all  the  previous  studies  of  the  course. 

Testimonials  of  good  moral  character  are  required,  and  students  from 
other  Colleges  must  bring  a certificate  of  dismission  in  good  standing. 

EXPENSES. 

The  charge  for  Tuition  is  $6  per  Term  ; payable  in  advance. 

Each  student  on  a Scholarship  must,  on  entering  College  each  session, 
exhibit  his  Certificate  to  the  College  Treasurer,  who  shall  endorse  thereon 
the  tuition  of  that  session. 

Each  student  is  also  required  to  pay  $1  per  Term,  for  fuel,  servants’ 
wages,  and  repairs  in  the  Public  Halls. 


The 


graduating  fee  is  six  dollars. 


The  price  of  boarding  in  the  village  and  neighborhood  varies  from 
$1,50  to  $ 2,50  a week  ; room  rent,  from  $4  to  $6  per  Term. 

All  Text  books  used  in  the  College  can  be  obtained,  at  the  ordinary 
prices,  in  the  village. 

The  annual  expense  of  a student,  including  tuition,  board,  lodging, 
washing,  fuel  and  lights,  need  not  exceed  $150. 

Parents  and  guardains  are  earnestly  advised,  on  the  one  hand,  to 
restrict  the  youth  sent  to  this  College  to  such  an  amount  of  money  as 
is  necessary  for  their  comfortable  and  respectable  support ; and  on  the 
other  hand,  to  see  that  they  receive  the  amount  that  is  really  proper, 
with  absolute  punctuality  ; so  that  the  temptation  to  extravagance,  and 
that  of  running  into  dfebt — both  of  them  amongst  the  greatest  evils  of 
College  life — may  be  avoided. 
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MORAL  AND  RELIGIOUS  INSTRUCTION  OF  TEE  STUDENTS. 

While  no  effort  is  made  to  teach  the  peculiarities  of  any  sect,  the 
great  doctrines  of  the  Christian  religion  are  distinctly  taught  in  the 
College,  as  a portion  of  its  course  of  instruction. 

The  Faculty  and  students  assemble  daily  for  reading  the  Scriptures 
and  prayer.  All  the  students  are  required  to  attend  ; as  they  are  also 
at  the  Bible  recitations,  and  at  public  worship  twice  every  Sabbath,  in 
the  Chapel ; except  such  as  have  special  permission,  at  the  request  of 
their  parents  or  guardians,  to  attend  other  places  of  worship. 

It  is  confidently  believed  that  this  strong  infusion  of  religious  prin- 
ciple into  the  whole  course  of  discipline  and  instruction,  and  the  unusn- 
allv  large  proportion  of  pious  young  men  who  have  always  resorted  to' 
this  College,  are  chief  reasons  why  so  great  a number  of  youth,  con- 
gregated here  for  so  many  years,  have  been  capable  of  being  taught 
and  governed,  with  a remarkable  exemption  from  public  and  degrading 
j punishments. 

TEEMS  AND  VACATIONS. 

The  College  year  is  divided  into  three  Terms  or  Sessions.  The 
First  Term  commences  on  the  Third  Wednesday  of  September,  and 
continues  fourteen  weeks.  The  Second  Term  commences  on  the  First 
Wednesday  of  January,  and  continues  until  the  last  Wednesday  of 
March.  The  Third  Term  commences  on  the  First  Wednesday  of  May, 
and  continues  until  the  Annual  Commencement,  which  occurs  on  the 
First  Wednesday  in  August. 

DEGREE  OF  MASTER  OF  ARTS. 

The  degree  of  A.  31.  will  be  conferred,  in  course,  on  every  graduate 
of  three  years  standing,  who  shall,  in  the  interval,  have  sustained  a 
good  moral  character,  and  been  pursuing  professional  or  other  studies  : 
and  who  shall  mahe  application,  personally  or  by  letter,  to  the  Board, 
at  least  one  day  previous  to  the  Annual  Commencement,  accompanied 
with  a fee  of  So,  in  advance,  for  his  diploma. 

It  has  also  been  customary  to  confer  the  Honorary  degree  of  A.  31. 
upon  Literary  and  Professional  Gentlemen,  who  may  not  have  receiv- 
ed the  degree  of  A.  B.  and  especially  upon  those  who  have  been  stu- 
dents in  this  Institution,  but  were  hindered  from  completing  their  course 
In  such  cases  suitable  recommendations  are  required,  and  a fee  of  $10 
is  charged  for  a diploma. 
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LITERARY  SOCIETIES. 

These  are  in  a flourishing  condition,  and  are  probably  unsurpassed 
by  any  similar  associations.  They  are  ornaments  to  the  College,  and 
valuable  auxiliaries  to  the  mental  training  of  the  students.  Their  Halls 
are  commodious,  and  handsomely  furnished  ; and  their  Libraries  exten- 
sive and  well  selected. 

LYCEUM. 

An  Association  for  the  advancement  of  knowledge  in  the  various 
branches  of  Natural  Science,  has  long  been  established  in  this  Institu- 
tion, and  has  made  valuable  collections  of  minerals,  fossils,  shells, 
coins,  medals,  Indian  Antiquities,  quadrupeds,  birds,  reptiles,  &c. 

Donations  to  this  Cabinet  are  respectfully  solicited  from  the  friends 
of  Natural  Science. 

LIBRARIES. 

The  College  Library  is  not  large,  but  contains  a considerable  num- 
ber of  rare  and  valuable  books. 

The  whole  number  of  volumes  in  the  various  Libraries  connected 
with  the  College  is  above  ten  thousand. 

DEPARTMENT  OF  NATURAL  SCIENCE. 

The  Philosophical  and  Chemical  Apparatus  has  been  largely  in- 
creased within  the  last  few  years,  by  the  voluntary  contributions  of 
the  students  and  other  friends. 

In  order  that  this  department  may  keep  pace  with  the  rapid  advance 
of  modern  science,  it  is  necessary  to  add  to  the  present  collection 
such  new  and  improved  instruments  as  are  brought  out  from  time  to 
time.  No  fixed  provision  has  hitherto  been  made  for  this  purpose,  and 
occasional  contributions  have  proved  inadequate  ; the  officers  of  the 
College  have,  therefore,  resolved  to  raise  a fund,  by  requiring  each  stu- 
dent to  pay  a fee  of  fifty  cents,  for  each  of  the  three  sessions  in  which 
he  attends  recitations  and  lectures  in  this  department.  These  sessions 
are,  at  present,  confined  to  the  Junior  year.  Thus,  for  a small  sum,  the 
students  will  secure  advantages  which  cannot  be  enjoyed  elsewhere 
except  at  much  greater  expense. 

STUDENTS  DESIRING  TO  BECOME  TEACHERS. 

Many  circumstances  have  conspired,  for  a long  course  of  years,  to 
induce  an  unusual  number  of  the  graduates  of  this  College  to  devote 
themselves  to  the  business  of  instruction.  Applications  for  teachers, 
directed  to  any  member  of  the  Faculty,  at  any  period  of  the  year,  but 
especially  within  two  or  three  months  preceding  the  Annual  Com- 
mencement, will  rarely  fail  of  being  successful. 
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This  Department,  as  its  name  implies,  is  not  designed  to  serve  the 
purpose  of  an  Academy  or  High  School,  or  to  give  instruction  in  all 
the  branches  which  are  taught  in  such  institutions  ; but  to  afford  partial 
aid  to  candidates  for  entrance,  whose  previous  academic  education  has 
been  neglected  in  some  of  the  requisite  studies. 

Those  who  wish  to  enter  this  Department  are  required  to  fall  in 
with  the  regular  classes,  as  extra  classes  cannot  be  formed  for  their 
accommodation.

LOCATION  OF  THE  COLLEGE 

The  village  of  Canonsburg,  in  "Washington  County,  Pa.  is  19  miles 
from  Pittsburgh,  40  miles  from  Wheeling,  Ya.  and  7 miles  from  the 
Borough  of  Washington,  with  which  places  it  is  connected  by  daily 
lines  of  stages.  The  country  around  it  is  elevated,  beautiful,  fertile 
and  healthful — one  of  the  finest  on  tlie  American  continent.  It  is 
confidently  believed  that  few  places  can  be  found,  where  the  health 
and  habits  of  youth  would  he  more  likely  to  he  safe,  or  where  they 
would  more  probably  escape  the  evils  and  dangers  incident  to  the  loss 
of  parental  supervision,  and  to  a College  life,  than  in  this  retired  and 
peaceful  village,  planted  in  the  heart  of  a population  remarkable  for 
its  religious  character. 
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ENDOWMENT. 


An  endowment  fund  of  $60,000  has  been  secured,  and  is  safely 
invested.  This  is,  however,  insufficient  for  the  wants  of  the  Institution, 
and  it  is  the  design  of  the  Board  to  extend  the  amount,  as  soon  as 
possible,  to  at  least  $100,000. 

Some  progress  has  been  made  towards  a special  endowment  of  the 
Greek  Professorship  (Dr.  Smith’s,)  mainly  by  contributions  of  ten 
dollars  each  from  Alumni  and  others. 

A benevolent  Alumnus  has  also  engaged  to  be  one  of  thirty,  who  will 
contribute  $500  each,  within  two  years,  for  the  endowment  of  a “ Brown 
Professorship  of  Moral  Philosophy,”  in  honor  of  the  late  lamented 
Eev.  Matthew  Brown,  D.  D.  Two  additional  names  have  been 
secured  on  this  subscription. 

Contributions  are  earnestly  solicited  towards  these  endowments ; and 
classes  are  invited  to  unite,  as  such,  in  raising  a subscription  of  $500  to 
the  Brown  Professorship.
